RIO DE JANEIRO — -Llsls Pimentel 
Nogueira de Oliveira, 33, is a bold small-town 
Brazilian police chief who believes that law 
and order must be tempered with justice. 

But now ananymous voices on his 
telephone tell him at least a dozen times a 
day that for his beliefs he will die. 

The threats have poured in since last 
month when Nogueira challenged the death 
squads and offered what he claims is the 
first proof that some police officers are 
involved in the underground group which 
execute* hundreds of people a year. 


Until now no one was foolhardy enough to 
try to prove the involvement of police officers. 
But Nogueira, tired of the mountain of 
investigative work created by the scores of 
bodies dumped in his territory, ordered 12 of 
his top detectives to make a thorough 
investigation. 

The report has now been handed to the 
Brazilian minister of justice, Alfredo Buzaid, 
who has promised a full Inquiry. It has not 
yet been published but details which have 
leaked out have caused a sensation. 


"I’m not a hypocrite and I'm not living in 
a dream world,'' he says. “I want a powerful 
police force. I'm in favor of protecting the 
man in the street. I’ve been under a lot of 
pressure and a lot of it comes from the 
underworld. 


“But I'm totally opposed to the death 
squad and I'm trying to end these summary 
executions. The death squad is a radical 
element that believes it has come up with an 
ideal solution for a very complex problem—if 
you know they’re crooks and you can't prove 
it, well, just get rid of them anyway. The 
death squad's symbol of the skull (which they 
leave on the victim) is proof of the 
primitiveness of the group. It shocks toe 
senses of civilized human beings.” 

No one knows how many people have been 
executed by the death squads but toe number 
runs into many hundreds in Rio and Sao 
Paulo, Brazil’s two largest cities. One of the 
problems is that since the squads began 
operating, criminals themselves emulate 
their methods so that today it's difficult to 
know whether a body with a skull symbol 


It just happens that Nogueira’a town of 
Belfort Roxo, about 25 miles from Rio, and 
toe area around It under his jurisdiction is 
quiet at night and within easy driving 
distance of Rio. 

The area is called Lower Fluminense and 
in the last 18 months 528 people have been 
found murdered there—en average of one a 
day. 

Fear extends through the whole area and 
few people in Lower Fluminense will discuss 
the death squad. Those who do speak with a 
quiet pride of the courage of their yotSBg 
police chief who has vowed to protect them 
and end the dumping of bodies in their field* 
and along their streets. 


Nosgueira said his team had investigated 
174 killings and Identified 85 of the vie tons. 
He acoused seven polioe officers by name of 
taking part in some pt the murders. 

Nogueira says threats do not worry him. 
"I am not afraid. These people kill only men 
with their hands tied.” 

Sitting in his spartan office with a crucifix 
on the wall behind him, Nogueira says the 
only thing that concerns him is that his 
actions and his motives have been misinter¬ 
preted.

Hie victims are often mutilated to prevent 
identification but in cases where toe bodies 
can be identified, they are usually criminals 
or suspects against whom insufficient evi¬ 
dence could be found to secure a conviction.

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The Unworried Labor Minister 


T HE INDIFFERENCE of federal Labor Min¬ 
ister Bryce Mackasey to the effects of a 
renewed longshore strike in British Columbia is 
shocking. The minister who in the earlier phase of 
the dispute said he could Hve with a strike for a 
few months has said as much again with the end of 
a three-month truce approaching: H there is no 
contract on February 6, ‘‘you might have a four or 
five-month strike, and I won't worry about it.” 
Furthermore he wouldn’t be pushed by business 
groups who wanted him to end the strike last fall. 
On the other hand, he might place the 
longshoremen’s union under a trusteeship if he 
deemed it incapable of running its affairs, he said. 
Sty* British Columbia and all of Canada should be 
concerned about his unconcern. 

The fact is that last October Mr. Mackasey 
w* not pressed just by business groups. He was 
ptaw d —in the east and west and the centre 1 —by 
othera who saw the damage a prolonged strike 
couHl do to the economy, and to the-unity of 
Canarik. Such, for instance, as the Winnipeg Free 
Proas and in Toronto, The Globe and Mail, whom 
we quoted before and will quote again. 

“If Mr. Mackasey is not concerned,” said the 
latter newspaper, "other people are. While no one 
would wish to underestimate the Importance of the 
wheat problem, the fact remains that wheat is 
probably less important to British Columbia than 
the other exports that are halted. It is only a 
shipment passing through the province, while the 
other major exports — pulp, lumber and mining 


products—are the very basis of a great part of 
British Columbia’s bread and butter.” 

British Columbia’s ports, The Globe and Mail 
said, were vital to the whole of Canada, and the 
federal government’s attitude toward the western 
province was “particularly unacceptable In a 
government that sets itself up for federalism.” 

The Winnipeg Free Press described the strike 
as a real national emergency and said there would 
have been no strike if the government had faced 
instead of evading the need of a labor law which, in 
a truly national emergency, would enforce 
compulsory arbitration under known and fair rules 
laid down by Parliament. 

“In the classic case of the British Columbia 
longshoremen’s strike, with grain moving and 
other commodities embargoed, the government has 
fallen between two stools. It cannot begin to meet 
the nation’s paramount problem until it accepts the 
principle that some strikes, though not many, must 
be settled by arbitration and fair, specific rides, if 
other methods fail.” 

These were not the voices of British Columbia 
business pressure groups. They were the voices of 
Canadians who recognized that part of Canada was 
facing an economic disaster which all of Canada 
would share. 

If the strike should resume early in February 
and Mr. Mackasey should find himself still able to 
live with it far a period of months, while the 
exporting industries shrivel and their employees 
lose their pay cheques, he may wefl be forewarned 
that many more Canadians will be unable to live 
with him or the government he l e pres e nts . 


Big Value for a Few Dollars 


A S THE PROVINCE with the greatest variety 
of natural beauty—from its mountain wilder¬ 
ness, through its lakes, rivers and forests td the 
pounding Pacific —• it would be fitting if British 
Columbia could play host to the International 
Union for Conservation of Nature and Natural 
Resources, scheduled for 1972. But if the assembly 
does come to this country it will probably meet at 
Banff, which offers as splendid a setting for such a 
meeting as any on the continent. It must be agreed 
it would be an appropriate choice. 

This will be the first time Canada has been in 
r position to offer host-status because, oddly 
enough, it was not until last September that the 
federal government made application for member¬ 
ship in the 300-nation organization 

The IUCN, with headquarters in Switzerland, 
has been operating since 1948. And because of the 
immense breadth of its functions and associations 
would have seemed in invite immediate Canadian 
participation. Broadly speaking, its aim is to 
promote the preservation and wise use of natural 
resources everywhere. 

With so much In our natural treasury, it 
might have been thought wisdom on the part of 
the government to join the world body if for no 


other reason than to keep abreast of the thinking 
there. It should be possible to learn valuable 
lessons from the-assembly’s discussions. 

IUCN has the support of other world agencies, 
and works with them. TTie United Nations 
Educational, Social and Cultural Organization, the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, the Economic 
and Social Council of the United Nations, and the 
Council of Europe form a loose sort of partnership 
with it. 

Commissions within IUCN cover such subjects 
as ecology, education, national parks planning, wild 
life survival services and landscape architecture, 
and it is interesting itself in the world’s pollution 
problems. It studies .and advises on problems of 
maintenance of natural habitat in urban, industrial 
and resort areas. It makes direct representations to 
governments to point out threats to their natural 
resources. For ex am ple, IUCN intervention 
prompted Sweden, Norway_ and Finland to 
strengthen protective laws fbr the diminishing 
Arctic species of wild life: 

Membership costs this country just 53,000 a 
year. 

It is possibly the best value the government 
has ever got for its dollar.

Arab sheikhs of the Persian Gulf, the world’s 
greatest oil treasury, are threatening to disrupt 
Britain’s east of Suez withdrawl policy. Showing 
more fear of each other than of any common 
enemy, the rulers of nine little British-protected 
sand kingdoms have begun to set up their own- 
separate military forces. I

Waiter Ulbricht’s lengthy 
statements about the chronic 
quarrels between his East 
German government and 
Bonn had a traditionaUy-harsh 
ring but also left some hope 
for future moves towards 
better relations. 

Ulbricht is maintaining his 
demands that West Germany 
tender diplomatic recognition 
to his communist state. 

Reiteration of this insistence 
at his East Berlin press 
conference this week served 
to keep the atmosphere sur¬ 
rounding the German issue 
cool, despite initiatives from 
toe West made since October 
by Chancellor Willy Brandt. 

However, Bonn officials saw 
in Ulbrioht’s utterances an in¬ 
dication of readiness to start 
talks on “fundamental prob¬ 
lems” currently disrupting 
relations between East and 
West Germany. 

Although making friendly 
gestures towards Eastern 
Europe in general, Brandt haa 
rejected a draft treaty pro¬ 
posed b y Ulbricht which 
would Include recognition of 


the Communist German state 
as a prime provision. 

Renunciation of the use of 
force seems to be one issue 
about which both leaders are 
prepared to talk. 

Yet neither has any illusions 
about the pace at which 
future negotiations are likely 
to proceed, with all signs 
pointing to a slow and tor¬ 
tuous rata of advance and 
much indulgence in strident 
propaganda. 

Few West Germans enter¬ 
tain real hopes that their 
nation, split since the Second 
World War, will be reunified 
within the foreseeable future. 

But at least one opinion poll 
has reflected a widespread 
desire for talks with the 
Ulbricht government and 
Brandt shares this. 

Ulbricht, now 76, was once 
considered toe moat uncom¬ 
promising of European Com¬ 
munists, obsessed with fears 
of Bonn. 

But his part of toe former 
Reich has developed into an 
economic giant of toe Soviet 
bloc. 

Buoyed by the consequent 


surge in East German self- 
confidence and apparently 
pressed by Russia and other 
East bloc countries, Ulbricht 
may be more inclined at 
present to move towards 
negotiations with the federal 
republic.

In this way Kaunda intends to keep the spirit of 
Biafra aMve. But he is not prepared, as he was a year ago, to 
allow Biafra to establish govemment-in-exile In Zambia. 

Kaunda accepts Biafra’s defeat with bitter feelings, not 
against the Nigerians but against major powers like Britain 
and Russia who, he believes, manipulated the war for their 
own interests.

The shah of Iran, although 
not actively pressing his claim 
to Bahrain, has shown an 
extraordinary interest in the 
Persian Gulf. His navy, 
largely British-equipped, is 
much in evidence with Iranian 
corvettes racing up and down 
toe gulfs waters. 

Diplomatic reports to Wes¬ 
tern capitals say that the shah 
hopes to fill whatever power 
vacuum that may be left in 
the region when Britain 
leases, and, In fact, is eager 
to see Britain go. 

Although no responsible dip¬ 
lomatic official is willing to be 
quoted, there Is a strong 
impression in Middle Eastern 
embassies that the Shah of 
Iran, and King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia have at least discussed 
setting up spheres of influence 
in the area. 

King Faisal is understood to 
dislike the idea of toe creation 
of a homogeneous state, or 


even a strong federation, on 
the eastern flank of his 
country. 

The prospects of future 
instability have alarmed the 
more sophisticated of tbs 
leaders of the gulf states, 
including astute Sheikh Isa of 
Bin Sulman Al Khalifa, ruler 
of Bahrain. Sheikh Isa favors 
the federation. 

The ruler of Abu Dhabi, 
Sheikh Zaid, also has worked 
for collective security and the 
federation, making Important 
ter ritorial concessions to 
neighboring Q u a t a r and 
Dubai. 

The federation negotiations 
bogged down in disputes over 
the site qf a capital and, more 
importantly, over how best to 
control federal forces It was 
proposed to organize. 

The sheikh's deliberations 
over defence, though sup¬ 
posedly secret, have become 
generally known to diplomats 
in the area. 


“The big powers can switch on a war in Africa and switch 
It off as they please” a senior oabinet minister told me. “This 
is the underlying truth about Biafra.” 

Kaunda believes that Zambia's support for Biafra was 
fully justified, that Nigerian unity could not be kept by farce, 
and that but for the intervention of major powers with arms 
and aid, Biafra would have survived and flourished. His 
decision to support Biafra was no simple matter, for he has 
been faced with a sporadic secession movement among the 
Lozi people In his own country. 

But now that Biafra has been crushed Kaunda is not 
prepared to prolong toe issue. He will eventually be willing to 
recognize the Nigerian federal government provided that the 
military rulers hand over power to civilians.

The 
short-range missiles are In¬ 
tended pirmarlly to defend 
airfields. 


The significance Is that 
Qatar must establish an 
armed unit to operate the 
weapons, which is a step 
toward setting up its own 
army. 

It has not been officially 
announced, but Qatar is 
known to be negotiating with 
British manufacturers for six 
Hawker Hunter airplanes. 

Meantime, Abu Dhabi Is 
moving quietly to raise its 
own army of 4,500 men, and 
wants to buy British planes.

Ras Ai-Khaimah, one of the 
poorest of the Trucial states. 
The little principality's one- 
eyed ruler, Sheikh Saqr bin 
Mohammed Al-Qasimi, d e- 
scendant of pirates, is plan¬ 
ning an armed force of 300 
men.

Monday brought the moat enjoyable and Interesting eveing 
spent in some time—first a look at Wild Splendor at the 
McPherson Playhouse and then the post-rtiow chance to meet 
A 1 Oeming, owner at the world-famed Alberta Game Farm and 
internationally-known naturalist who is being increasingly 
recognized as one of the top men In his field anywhere. 

Wild Splendor is a show no one should miss. Heinz 
Sielmann, who is generally acknowledged to be the best animal 
photographer in the world today, filmed and produced the two- 
hour show with the help of Oeming, and it is probable that it is, 
as its advertising says, the "mightiest wild life epic made in 
North America.”

Oeming is as interesting as the film he helped to make. A 
former professional wrestler and wrestling promoter who still 
looks fit enough at 44 to perform in the ring, he is 
unpretentious and affable and as happy as anyone can be who 
has realized a life’s ambition. 

From the time he was 12 years old, when he first met the 
late Ernest Thompson Seton, the world-renowned artist- 
naturaMst, Oeming has had an abiding interest in animal life. 

His wrestling activities financed the Masters degree he 
earned in zoology at the University of Edmonton, and there 
were times when he wrote parts of his thesis in arena dressing 
rooms. 

It was during his two-year hitch in the navy that he decided 
to embark on the project whirii is now the Alberta Game 
Farm. A lesser men would never have managed to get it 
started, much less make It the tremendous success it is. 

A lengthy search for suitable terrain finally ended tn 1957 
when Oeming purchased 500 acres east of Edmonton which had 
been used as a muskrat farm and which included the mile-and- 
a-half-long Lost Lake. The first animals, fewer titan 200 of 
some 30 species, were placed on the farm in 1958. But 
dedication was stretched to its breaking point before the farm 
was opened to the public on Aug. 1. 1959 

The Oeraings, who had sold everything they could sell and 
were living in an aluminum trailer were "flat broke.” 

"I hope you know what you're doing, honey,” Mrs. Oeming 
said to her husband dix-ing the winter of 1958-59. "I have to 
brush the frost off toe baby’s blankets when I wake him up in 
the morning.” 

Oeming wasn’t sure then, but doubts began to vanish when 
7000 people came out on opening day. 

Since then, another 1000 acres have been acquired, there 
ere now about 3000 large animals of 80 species plus 3500 birds 
of 92 species. More of both are being added steadily and the 
Alberta Game Farm is known far and wide as a model of its 
kind. 

★ ★ * 

Oeming is understandably proud that he has never been 
subsidized. Despite an annual feed bill which now totals about 
5250,000 and an admission charge which was nil for children 
and only 51 for adults until it was raised to 51-50 last year, the 
farm has been self-sustaining. Oeming estimates that about 
7,000,000 people have visited toe farm since it opened. The 
attendance last year was close to 1 , 000,000 about two-thirds 
children. 

The Alberta Game Farm, Oeming wants it known, is 
considerably different from a zoo. More space is provided for 
the animals and the farm stresses actual ‘'farming,'’ or 
breeding under closely simulated natural conditions. 

Oemlng's main concern is the propagation of species which 
are rapidly beccohing extinct, and he has had such tremendous 
success at it that he has acquired world fame—and also helped 
his farm to become self-sustaining by the sale of the animals 
he has reared. Among the animals he has been the first to 
breed in captivity are the snow leopard, the Pallas cat, Pere 
David's deer and toe wood bison. He is now hopefully looking 
ahead to success with the cheetah, also close to extinction, and 
has two females on the farm and Tawana, the gentle, crowd¬ 
drawing male which is accompanying him on his tom- with Wild 
Splendor. 

Next to having Tawana become a father, Oeming would 
most like to acquire a pair of giant pandas. He has made two 
tripe to China in the effort but there are only two in captivity 
outside China and he doesn’t think much of his chances. 

“They would,” he says at the pandas,” bring another

Deer hunting season on Vancouver Island may open 
simultaneously with grouse hunting s e a son this year, which 
would mean deer shooters would get a chance at those wary old 
bucks which soatter for the timber cover as soon as grouse 
hunters start firing in the bush, ... in recent years a week 
befare deer shooting season. 

The fish and wikBife branch has asked wildlife clubs on 
Vancouver Island far opinions on the proposal to open the 
seasons at the same time 

Opening dates of grouse and deer season wens staggered in 
the mid-iwri probably because timber companies felt bird 
shooter* were less of a problem during the late-August-early 
^September fire-hazard we t h er in the bush. 

Since then timber area access policies have changed. 

"We feel it is time to review the situation. We don’t really 
feel sdwngly one way or the other," says newly-appointed 
Vancouver Island game biologist Ian Smith. Vancouver Island 
is the only British Columbia area where dates for grouse and 
deer season openings are staggered. 

A decision will probably be made in March after various 
opinions have been considered.

With roasting beef selling at 
59 to 69 cento a pound In 1961 
and at 51.10 a pound and more 
today, it is not hard to 
convince housewives that Vic¬ 
toria is among the national 
leaders in the rising cost-of- 
living. 

There are cities higher, 
according to the Dominion 


Bureau of Statistics, but Van¬ 
couver, and probably Victoria, 
are right up there among the 
front runners. 

Price-index figures issued 
Monday do not list Victoria 
separately but living coets 
here closely parallel those in 
Vancouver where the index 
was 121 for December, with 
1961 as the base of 100. 

Other December indexes, 


followed by November fig¬ 
ures: St John's, Nhd., 120.5 
(120); Montreal, 123.1 (122.8); 
Ottawa, 125.8 (125.4); Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary, 123.5 (123.2). 

A glance at The Daily 
Colonist advertisements for 
1961 and those of today shows 
the impact the cold figures 
have on Victoria area wage- 
earners. 

Back in 1961, hamburger 


meat sold for about 35 cents a 
pound. Today, depending on 
tiie quality, it ranges to 60 
cents or more; roasting beef 
is all up about 25 to 30 per 
cent or more with steak often 
at $2-52.50 a pound or more — 
well out of the reach of most 
people. 

In fact, the whole format of 
meat advertising seems to 


have changed in the past five 
or six years. 

One doesn't see steak and 
prime roast of beef advertised 
nearly as much. It’s there in 
the stores if you want to buy 
it and pay the price but the 
advertisements feature much 
more fowl and fish — such 
things as turkey wings and 
cod —- which are lower in 
price.

Into Southwest Skies 


Brothers Talks on Education 


Would-be comCt watchers on 
Vancouver Island are going to 
be disappointed for the next few 
days, according to the weather 
office. 

The olear weather that will be 
necessary to see Tago-Sato- 
Kosdka will not be here before 
Thursday, at the earliest. 

The first comet in nearly five 
years bright enough to be seen 
in this area with the naked eye 
moved into a position from 
which It might have been seen 
here Monday and Tuesday 
nights. 

If the weather clears, it can 
be seen for the next two weeks 
as It moves across the sky from 
southwest to northeast. 

STAR BRIGHT 

The comet, which was 
named after the Japanese as¬ 
tronomers who discovered it 
two months ago, will be about 
as bright as an ordinary star 
now and will fade In brightness 
fairly rapidly near the end of 
the month. - 


Astronomer Frank Younger of 
the Dominion Astrophysical Ob¬ 
servatory on Little Saanich 
Mountain advised: “Just go to a 
dark location where tlje lights 
around you won't bother you 
and hunt around in the south¬ 
west quite a bit,” he said. 

LIGHT PATCH 

“It will appear as a patch of I 
light instead of a point of light 
as in a star.” 

Mr. Younger said binoculars I 
would be especially helpful in 
locating the comet. A telescope 
might be necessary in its later 
stages. - 

APPEAR LATER 

At this period, the comet 
might be seen at sunset and 
shortly after, low in the south¬ 
west sky. It will be moving to 
the northeast at about five 
degrees per day. although It will 
not be possible to observe the 
movement.

Woman Elected 
New NDP Deputy 


Minister Draws UVic Laugh 


The NDP caucus meeting 
here Tuesday elected Mrs. 
Eileen DaiUy (NDP—Burnaby 
North) as the party’s deputy 
leader. 

She succeeds veteran MLA 
Alex Macdonald (NDP — Van¬ 
couver East) who announced 
he was stepping down so that 
he could play a greater role in 
the formulation of party policy. 

Mr. Macdonald told a press 
conference Tuesday afternoon: 


"The NpP has to reshape its 
policies for the 1970s and so 
does B.C. I feel that I will be 
a little freer as a private mem¬ 
ber in speaking out without 
necessarily adhering too close¬ 
ly to party policy.” 

Opposition leader David Bar¬ 
rett said the selection of Mrs. 
Dailly to the post of deputy 
leader was based upon the 
marked progress she had made 
since first elected MLA in 1966. 


B.C. Education Minister, 
Donald Brothers drew laughter 1 
Tuesday afternoon when he told 
| a group of about 125 University 
of Victoria students that the 
provincial government is now 
concentrating on education. 

“We’re concentrating at the 
present time on education,” he 
said. “The record of the gov¬ 
ernment in education has been 
outstanding.” 

Laughter from tie students 
almost drowned out the minis¬ 
ter's words when he said, 
“You'll hear some complaints 
from tnye to time.'' 

Mr. Brothers said schools in 
the province are not over¬ 
crowded. 

NO CROWDING 

‘1 don’t agree that they're 
overcrowded,” he said. “I don’t 
think they're using the space 
they have properly." 

| He noted that school boards 
allow 50 square feet of space 
per student. "And do you know 
what they allow for universi¬ 
ties?” he asked. 

A student replied to his 


rhetorical question by saying 
that they allowed 1,000 square 
feet per student (“ or at least 
that's what they should”). 

Mr. Brothers said the allow¬ 
ance was 200 square feet; 
RUSSIAN SYSTEM 
He said a Russian delegation 
visiting Ontario schools a few 
years ago had called Canadian 
schools “half-empty." 

When a student pointed out 
that the Russian system in¬ 
volved the use of outside 
facilities and as such could not 
be compared “on any basis” 
with the Canadian system, Mr. 
Brothers said he agreed. 

“I wasn't trying to compare 
them,” he said. Asked what he 
had been doing, he said, "They 
(the Russians) were comparing 
them.” 

DIVISIONS SHARE 
A student raised the question 
of conditions in Oak Bay junior 
high school where he said six 
divisions share a single audi¬ 
torium as a home room. 

"There are 1,000 kids in one 
area and you don’t call that 


overcrowding?” the student 
asked. 

Mr. Brothers did not reply. 

The education minister dis¬ 
cussed methods by which his 
department was trying to re¬ 
duce the student-teacher ratio in 
the province’s schools. 
TELEVISION SEEN 

“I’m looking into educational, 
television.” he said. Asked if 
that would not Increase, rather I 
than reduce the student-teacher] 
ratio, he said, “It may.” 

When he was further pressed 
as to how the introduction of 
educational television could then 
be a method of reducing the 
ratio, Mr. Brothers said, “I’m 
looking into ETV. It may reduce 
the teacher-student ratio.” 

He then went on to another 
question. 

Mr. Brothers told a student 1 
who said it would be difficult 
for education students to find! 
work because of the lack of new I 
school facilities that he should 
"work hard, get good marks 
and he’ll get a job.” 


He then said it was true that 
the best-qualified teachers 
might have difficulty finding 
positions because school boards 
did not have sufficient funds to 
pay them at higher rates than 
other less-qualified persons. 

“This is an argument that 
some school boards are using," 
he said. "If they’re spending a 
lot of money on high-priced 
(school board) personnel, 
naturally they’re going to have 
a problem.” 

Mr. Brothers said equalization 
grants to assist university stu¬ 
dents who did not live near 
Victoria or Vancouver would not 
be forthcoming. 

STUDY REPORT 

“I would doubt this is possible 
in view of the fact that we are 
taking very expensive poet¬ 
secondary education to the 
hinterlands." 

He said the Perry report on 
universities was still being 
studied by his department. 

“I haven't had time yet to 
study it as closely as I’d like 
to," he said.

Indian Affairs Department 
'Discriminates by Existence’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — The very 
existence of a federal depart¬ 
ment to handle Indian afaflrs is 
d incriminatory, John Mac¬ 
Donald, former deputy minister 
of Indian affairs and northern 
development, said Tuesday. 

MacDonald has Just been 
appointed deputy minister of 
public works 

•Continuing the present system 
is no less than apartheid, he 
told the Senate's special com¬ 
mittee on poverty. 

"I think we are the only de¬ 


partment ever to recommend 
our own abolishment,” he said. 
He was referring to the govern 
ment’s announced Intention of 
handing over Indian affairs to 
toe provinces within five y“ars. 

Senator David Croll — 
IL Ontario), committee chair¬ 
man, said some charges are 
being made that the department 
is moving from paternalism to 
abandonment of responsibility 
for native people. 

MacDonald replied that it 
was not abandonment but “a 


fairly rare decision among gov¬ 
ernments that another govern¬ 
ment oould do tiie job better."

It must be remembered that indoor 
culture is foreign and unnatural to these 
bulbs, and even though the potted 
narcissus and hyfecinths appear to be in 
glowing health, with lush green leaves 
and gorgeous flowers, all this growth 
was made at the expense of the 
nutrients stored in the bulb — nutrients 
manufactured the previous year when 
the bulbs were growing outdoors. These 
reserves are just about exhausted after 
the flowers fade, and under indoor 
culture, the bulb has very little chance 
to recharge its batteries and get itself 
plumped up again for next year’s 
flowering. 

For this reason, it is best not to

The first quick impression is that Mr. 
Stanfield has at long la6t discovered a 
competent tailor. In the past his public 
appearances gave rise to speculation that he 
was being turned out by army tailors and 
that he dressed in darkened closets. 

I am not suggesting Mr. Stanfield has 
joined the mod group, but when he appeared 
here last week as a guest speaker at the 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon, he showed 
unmistakable signs of a conservative sar¬ 
torial splendor.

HE WAS impeccably turned out in a single- 
breasted blue-grey suit (wide lapels) with a 
blue chalk stripe, side vents, slash pockets 
and possibly a hint of a flare in the trousers. 
The light blue shirt w^s topped off by a 
striped blue and red tie and a red carnation 
graced the lapfcl.

Oeming is as interesting as the film he helped to make. A 
former professional wrestler and wrestling promoter who still 
looks fit enough at 44 to perform in the ring, he is 
unpretentious and affable and as happy as anyone can be who 
has realized a life’s ambition. 

From the time he was 12 years old, when he first met the 
late Ernest Thompson Seton, the world-renowned artist- 
naturalist, Oeming has had an abiding interest in animal life. 

His wrestling activities financed the Masters degree he 
earned in zoology at the University of Edmonton, and there 
were times when he wrote parts of his thesis in arena dressing 
rooms. 

It was during his two-year hitch in the navy that be decided 
to embark on the project which is now the Alberta Game 
Farm. A lesser man would never have managed to get it 
started, much less make it the tremendous success it is. 

A lengthy search fa suitable terrain finally ended, in 1957 
when Oeming purchased 500 acres east of Edmonton which had 
been used as a muskrat farm and which included the imle-and- 
a-half long Lost Lake. The first animals, fewer than 200 of 
some 30 species, were placed on the farm in 1958. But 
dedication was stretched to its breaking point before the farm 
was opened to the public on Aug. 1, 1959 

The Oemingz, who had sold everything they could sell and 
were living in an aluminum trailer were "flat broke.” 

"I hope you know what you’re doing, honey,” Mrs. Oeming 
said to her husband during the winter of 1958-59. “I have to 
brush the frost off the baby's blankets when I wake him up in 
the morning.” 

Oeming wasn’t sure then, but doubts began to vanish when 
7000 people came out on opening day. 

Since then, another 1000 acres have been acquired, there 
are now about 3000 large animals of 80 species plus 3500 birds 
of 92 species. More of both are being added steadily and the 
Alberta Game Farm is known far and wide as a model of Its 
kind.

The players association also 
said it strongly supports the 
move by Curt Flood who last 
Friday filed a suite in United 
States federal court seeking 
modifications of baseball's re¬ 
serve clause which binds a play¬ 
er to his club. 

Eagleson said the NHL play¬ 
ers have instructed him to give 
any assistance possible to the 
baseball players association 
which supports Flood’s stand.

Oeming is understandably proud that he has never been 
subsidized. Despite an annual feed bill which now totals about 
$250,000 and an admission charge which was nil fa children 
and only $1 for adults until it was raised to $1.50 last year, the 
farm has been self-sustaining. Oeming estimates that about 
7,000,000 people have visited the farm since it opened. The 
attendance last year was close to 1,000,000 about two-thirds 
children. 

The Alberta Game Farm, Oeming wants it known, is 
considerably different from a zoo. More space is provided fa 
the animals and toe farm stresses actual “farming,'’ or 
breeding under closely simulated natural conditions. 

Oeming’s main concern is toe propagation of species which 
are rapidly becoming extinct, and he has had such tremendous 
success at It that he has acquired world fame—and also helped 
his farm to become self-sustaining by the sale of the animals 
he has reared. Among the animals he has been the first to 
breed in captivity are the snow leopard, the Pallas cat, Pere 
David’s deer and the wood bison. He is now hopefully looking 
ahead to success with the cheetah, also close to extinction, and 
has two females on the farm and Tawana, the gentle, crowd- 
drawing male which is accompanying him on his tow with Wild 
Splendor. 

Next to having Tawana become a father, Oeming would 
most like to acquire a pair of giant pandas. He has made two 
trips to Oiina in toe effort but there are only two in captivity 
outside China and he doesn’t think much at his chances. 

"They would,” he says of the pandas,” bring another 
5,000,000 people to the farm.” 

But, one has to suspect, Oeming's main interest would be to 
see if he could raise pandas. His abiding concern is about our 
vanishing wild life. That is why there is no charge fa children 
at toe Alberta Game Farm. Oeming hopes they will grow into 
adults who will realize what has to be done, and soon. 

"We are destroying our heritage of nature,” he says, and 
adds that in Canada we may have 10 years left before we have 
used up our resources. 

The man has a message, and all of us should listen to it 
and help him transform it into deed.
